try in months, took up nearly two 
pages in the Moscow press. It at- 
tracted the immediate inti.-rest of 
Jloscow's diplomats who ut once 
obtained copies and began trans- 
lating and analyzing the decla^a.-.

tion of the Ministry of foreign

He was one of the IE work- 
men at the plant, located in a 
heavy Industrial district on the 
city's southwest side, who suf- 
fered burns, cuts and bruises.

nist gunners planted arlillci'y on 
the north bank of thu Yangtze, 
east of Nanking, and ominously 
warned this chaotic capital today: 
If the government wants to show 
its sincerity for peace, it will not 
move.

The indictment does not, of course, make theni 
guilty; it only itipulates offenses, The indictment 
was drawn by a grand jury after devoting IS 
months to sifting a maSs-of material concerning a 
Communist conspiracy to overthrow the government 
ot the "United States. This is the same grand jury 
that indicted A'lger Hiss for perjury. 
The 12 indicted Communists are to be tried 


The Commu- 
nists raised this issue; both the grand jury and the 
trial jury are-illegal because improperly drawn, as 
Negroes, Jews, laborers and poor people are not

BACK TO WINDMILLS 


We might as well look to a windmill as 


to atomic energy as a source of power, in 
the opinion of Percy H. Thomas, research 
worker /or the Federal Power Commission. 
He seemed to be serious about it. 


Ho said he has worked out the design of 


an electric generating system which "would 
be capable of supplying a city of 50,000, using 
energy gathered by a set of propellors atop 
a 500-foot lower. A network of windmills, 
tied to u system also Including steam or 
water plants to take over when the wind 
Isn't blowing, would be a cheap and easily 
operated sourer; of power, he suggested. 


11 is not known exactly how long wind- 


mills have been usecl;tthey were In use in 
Europe in the twelfth century or before. 
They have pumped water, ground grain, 
provided power for variqus ^pieces of small 
machinery, and generated electricity. Count- 
less farm lighting plants in this country- have 
been and still are powered by windmills, and 
some experimental installations for generat-. 
ing power on a larger scale, have been built. 
Until recent years ,a windmill was not 
thought of as a source of any large amount 
of power, but hand in hand with, airplane^ 
propeller developments have,come new ideas 
for the sails or vanes of windmills, 


Chief drawback of wind power is its -un- 


reliability. Water power also is affected by. 
irregular supply of water ,in some seasons. 
Perhaps the two could be tied together to use 
the freely supplied energy of nature.

Brussels UP)—Belgium has trac- 


ed what may have been the first. 
newspaper.in the world. 


The honor goes to the "Wett- 


ijcke Tijdinghe" (Legitimate Ti- 
dings) which first appeared in Ant- 
werp in 1605. A printer named 
Abraham Verhoven was respon- 
sible. 
Under various names and man- 
agements the "Wettelijcke Tijd- 
inghe" was published for 222 years - 
till 1827. ' 
. • 
First the paper appeared twice 


monthly and then in 1617 as a. 
weekly. The top half of its pages 
were printed in French while the 
bottom half appeared in Flemish. 
Then as now Belgium supported 
two languages. 
For illustration, 


Verhoeven used wood-cuts, mostly 
of famous persons ot the day. 
Some of the many battles fought 
about this time were also shown 
in wood-cuts and famous buildings; 
too were engraved. 


The curliest copy ot the paper 


in existence is owned by .A. M. 
Isias, an Antwerp collector. This 
copy is dated' 1621; and contains 
maps, 
plans nnd music manu- 


scripts. The main article concerned 
the siege of the town of Ecluso in 
Flanders which was RoinR on nt 
the time.
